SMASH AND 
RAID STUNS 


HARRY Redknapp’s much 
anticipated St Mary’s 
return ended with his QPR 
side bagging only their 
third league win of the 
entire season to leave 
Saints still with plenty of 
work to do. 

Saints dominated possession 
for large spells of the game but 
struggled to turn that into 
chances and suffered a defeat 
that left birthday boys 
Mauricio Pochettino and 
Redknapp with very contrast¬ 
ing moods. 

Loic Remy gave QPR a first 
half lead totally against the 
run of play before Gaston 
Ramirez equalised in stoppage 
time. 

Jay Bothroyd bagged what 
proved to be the winner for 
QPR in the second period but 
they were indebted to sub 
keeper Rob Green who made a 
couple of terrific saves. 

Redknapp’s exit from the 
tunnel and into the dugout at 
the start of the game was greet¬ 
ed with the expected boos, and 


some slightly more colourful 
language aimed towards him 
as well. 

Probably of more concern to 
him though was that his side 
could barely get a touch of the 
ball in the opening stages of 
the game. 

Saints had total control of 
possession and the game. 

Adam Lallana was the first to 
try and turn that into a goal 
with a shot from 20 yards out 
but he sliced wide with his 
right foot. 

Jason Puncheon had a shout 
for a penalty turned down on 
12 minutes as he went down in 
the six yard box but though 
there may have been slight 
contact it would have been 
harsh. 

But amazingly it was QPR 
who took the lead two minutes 
later with their first attack of 
the game. 

It was an incredibly disap¬ 
pointing for Saints defensively 
as they were undone by one 
ball over the top. 

Loic Remy was set away from 
Danny Fox and Maya Yoshida 
and the QPR striker fired a

There was a break in play 
and Saints’ rhythm due to a 
nasty clash of heads between 
Clint Hill and Lallana but both 
players were eventually able 
to continue. 

However, a few minutes later 
Lallana was sat on the turf 
again and was lead off the 
pitch looking dazed and con¬ 
fused, clearly still suffering. 

Saints duly made their first 
change two minutes before the 
break with Jay Rodriguez com¬ 
ing on. 

Armand Traore was the third 
QPR player on the book for a 
foul and there few complaints 
from him. 

As the half wore into injury 
time Saints got themselves an 
equaliser. 

Rodriguez made an immedi¬ 
ate impact by unleashing a 
powerful shot from 25 yards 
that dipped just in front of 
Julio Cesar. 

The QPR keeper could only 

spill the ball out in front of 

him and Gaston Ramirez 
was following in and pro¬ 
duced the most lovely of 
delicate lofted finishes 
over Cesar and into the 
net. 

Jose Fonte was the 
first Saints player in 
the book.

more composed and better 
team. 

QPR made their first 
change on 54 minutes with 
Jermaine Jenas replacing 
Esteban Granero. 

Rodriguez came across on 
to his right foot and curled 
a shot from the edge of the 
area just over the bar. 

Fox was the second Saints 
player to be forced off 
injured with Luke Shaw 
coming on to replace him. 

As the half reached the 
midway point it was in a bit 
of a lull. 

Saints were still the better 
side but chances were at a 
premium for both sides and 
it looked like both for 
readying themselves for a 
big onslaught towards the 
end of the match. 

Cesar had received treat¬ 
ment for a dead leg and 
Rodriguez wasted no time 
testing him out with a low 
shot that the keeper spilled. 

That was to be the last 


action for Cesar who was 
forced off with Rob Green 
coming on after 75 minutes. 

Saints also made their 
final change with James 
Ward-Prowse replacing 
Ramirez. 

Just like the first half 
though Saints found them¬ 
selves behind. 

Saints were somewhat 
caught out down as QPR 
pressed down the right as 
Ji-Sung Park was played in. 

Maya Yoshida failed to 
make the clearance as Park 
slid in and then continued 
to the by-line with the ball. 

He looked up and fired it 
across into the six yard 
where Bothroyd nipped 
ahead of everyone to steer 
home from close range. 

Shaw had a low drive 
from distance but it was a 
simple save for Green to 
make. 

Suddenly there was a real 
urgency about Saints while 
QPR were dropping deep. 


Rodriguez tried to flick in 
a header but directed it 
wide. 

Yoshida may have 
thought he had levelled 
things up on 86 minutes 
when he lost his marker 
from a corner and arrowed 
in a header that Green did 
superbly to dive to his right 
and turn wide. 

Moments later the sub 
keeper was in action again, 
turning wide low at his 
near post after a low drive 
from Fonte was fired in. 

QPR made a final change 
late on with Fabio coming 
on for Bothroyd. 

When the fourth official 
held up the board it showed 
six minutes of added time 
for Saints to try and rescue 
something. 

But they never created 
another opening and when 
the final whistle went it was 
QPR celebrating a rare vic¬ 
tory and Redknapp walking 
off with the spoils.

It meant a win¬ 
ning return to St 
Mary’s for Harry 
Redknapp and after 
the game 
Pochettino was 
clearly frustrated. 

“We basically 
made two mistakes 
that led to conced¬ 
ing two goals,” he 
said. 

“We put in an 
effort big enough to 
manage a better 
result but they had 
three chances and 
scored twice and we 
weren’t able to 
score more than 
them. 

“Perhaps we did¬ 
n’t create enough 
chances but we did 
have more chances 
than they did.” 
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HARRY Redknapp. 

No figure in recent Southampton history is 
as divisive as he. 

Around the time you read this, Saints could 
either have put to bed one of its rawest scars 
or will have edged dangerously nearer to the 
relegation zone. 

You either love Harry Redknapp or you 
don’t. There’s very little middle ground. 

Most Saints fans are in the former catego¬ 
ry, most fans of clubs Redknapp, pictured, 
hasn’t managed are in the latter. 

Few managers can split the vote quite 
like him. 

From an entirely personal point of 
view, I despise him - and it’s not a 
statement I make lightly. 

Should Saints win this weekend 
then it will right a real wrong, heal a 
scar on this club that, like the 4-1 
defeat to Portsmouth, still itches 
and irks to this day. 

For me personally it’s the myth 
of Harry Redknapp that annoys me 
the most. 

That he was good enough to manage 

England irked me beyond belief. 

If you look at Redknapp’s successes and 
failures, they tend to fall into two categories. 

Success at clubs where he has a big enough 
budget, failure at clubs where he doesn’t. 

His time at Saints has been mysteriously 
tippexed out of football history. 

Relegation with QPR might just make peo¬ 
ple look twice at the man and his managerial 
record. 

Reasonable expectation 

The facts are that when he started at Saints 
we were struggling, yes. 

At the end of the season we finished bottom 
and deservedly so. 

His time as Southampton’s manager was 
full of excuses. 

Interviews saw Rednapp talking down our 
chances of survival and how difficult his job 
was, as he protected the Redknapp brand. 

When you compare his interviews to, say, 
Nigel Adkins’, you get to see just how selfish 
they were. 

You want to talk about Redknapp’s man¬ 
agerial ability? 

Much is made of his eye for a player and his 
man management skills. 

I’d draw your attention to two games in 
2005/06 that, to me, said all you need to know 
about the man. 

Rupert Lowe had advised Redknapp that he 
wanted to see more of a progression from the 
academy to the first team, something that 
history will tell you was the right thing to do. 

In August 2005, in the Carling Cup, Saints 
fielded a team half made up of Academy and 
fringe players. They won 3-0 at Southend and 
did so convincingly, giving Lowe a very rea¬ 
sonable expectation of allowing these players 
a real first team run. 

Redknapp’s reply was to field a team almost 
completely made up of second stringers and 
Academy players at Mansfield with Rory

Delap the only experienced pro. 

They proceeded to lose 1-0 with Redknapp 
stating that that experiment was a failure 
and the way forward in the short term was 
with established pros. 

Saints duly took a massive dip in form, 
before Redknapp left, looking after number 
one. 

It was his jumping ship to the rabble down 
the road that defines Redknapp to most of us. 

It is quite simply the most distasteful 
moment in south coast football. 

To leave a club like Pompey, swear blind he 
wasn’t joining Saints, then do so, relegate 
them and then go back up the M27 is utterly 
shameful. 

Any non-Saints supporting football fan 
must surely look at that and feel a tad 
uncomfortable. 

Yes, he’s jolly old ’Arry, a colourful charac¬ 
ter. 

But ask yourself why Tottenham got rid of 
him? 

He’d turned the club around, saved them 
from relegation and turned them into 
European contenders. Why did they let him 
go? 

Betrayed 

People can quite rightly criticise Rupert 
Lowe for many things, but history will show 
him in a kinder light for not giving Redknapp 
a big budget and for telling him to play the 
likes of Nathan Dyer and Theo Walcott. 

For me, Harry Redknapp is a man I just 
can’t trust, a self-promoting, Fantasy football 
manager who can deliver “success” but only 
with a relevant budget. 

The fact that he joined QPR came as no sur¬ 
prise to anyone. 

Even now, nothing is his fault. 

He was this week quoted as saying: “I’ve 
been thinking to myself, ‘There is no better 
way to spend my birthday than spend 90 min¬ 
utes getting abuse at Southampton Football 
Club. They’ll be calling me ‘scummer’ 
because of my time at Portsmouth. That is a 
great way to spend my 66th birthday.” 

That, in itself, is a remarkably ignorant, 
self-serving statement. 

Even now, he still thinks he’ll be getting 
abuse because he was Portsmouth’s manag¬ 
er. No, Harry, you’ll be getting abuse because 
you betrayed every single Saints fan. 

You betrayed us by taking over at St 
Mary’s, taking us down with a 45% loss rate 
and then jumping ship to rejoin our most bit¬ 
ter rivals... and then keep them up. 

That, Harry, is why we hate you. 

It’s a big word ‘hate’ but in your case utter¬ 
ly justified and not likely to ever change, 
which in itself is very sad indeed. 

Here’s hoping the balance is evened out and 
Saints help send you hurtling towards anoth¬ 
er relegation.

LABELLED a failure following 
his tenure at Chelsea, Andre 
Villas-Boas returned to the 
Premier League in the summer 
with a point to prove. 

But it is the way in which the 
Tottenham manager has gone about 
it that has thrown up some real 
insight into just how good a manager 
he can become. 

How is it that a man who failed 
with a more talented group of play¬ 
ers has managed to succeed with less 
at his disposal? 

In truth, Chelsea and Villas-Boas 
were never a good fit. 

Dubbed the ‘New Mourinho’ by the 
media when he arrived, he came 
with the ego to match his predeces¬ 
sor and an unrelenting need to prove 
himself. 

His confrontational approach to the 
media aside, however, it was his lack 
of tactfulness in the dressing room 
that ultimately cost him his position. 

Tasked with the agenda of chang¬ 
ing Chelsea’s style and personnel, 
his clashes with high-profile players 
gave the impression of a manager 
who was out of his depth and who 
possessed poor man-management 
skills. 

But fast forward 12 months and we 
see a very different story. 

On Monday night, Villas-Boas took 
charge of Spurs for the 27th time - 
the same number of games he was 
given at Chelsea. 

It was poetic justice at its finest, 
with his Tottenham team playing 
with all the verve and vigour that 
has been long-sought at Stamford 
Bridge, as they sealed a last-gasp 3-2 
win against London rivals West 
Ham. 

Different story 

Gareth Bale’s reaction to yet anoth¬ 
er match-winning strike was particu¬ 
larly telling. 

The Welshman turned instantly 
and headed to his Portguese leader. 

In a moment of warm embrace, we 
saw a very different story to the one 
that had played out just down road, 
at Stamford Bridge. 

The camaraderie shown during the 
result and celebrations was reminis¬ 
cent of Mourinho and his Chelsea 
side in his younger years. 

As Spurs continue their climb up 
the table, there have, predictably, 
been claims that they are a one-man 
team. 

This is a rather short-sighted view¬ 
point, and detracts from just how 
well the side have been playing. 

Bale may be their match-winner 
week in and week out, but his indi¬ 
vidual brilliance is doubtlessly 
linked to those around him. 

Villas-Boas has installed a work 
ethic that has rarely been a trade¬ 
mark of Spurs teams gone by, and it 
is an attribute that reflects a united 
changing room. 

He has shown the ability to learn 
from his mistakes, which is some¬ 
thing that stands him in good stead 
for the years ahead. 

While an unwavering approach to 
your beliefs can be commendable, if 
it flies in the face of common logic 
then it can hinder the progress of 
you and your team. You only have to 
look across north London to see 
what I mean. 

At Tottenham, Villas-Boas has 
shown a flexibility that was rarely 


seen in his short stint in south-west 
London, switching from 4-2-3-1 to 4-4- 
2, as he has settled on the best tactics 
for certain individuals and the team. 

In short, he has realised he can be 
wrong, and has developed the wis¬ 
dom to learn from his mistakes and 
to listen to those around him. 

In December, he was named man¬ 
ager of the month - an award he won 
again this week for February - and 
dedicated the prize to his players and 
his staff. It is hardly a picture of the 
egotistical megalomaniac he has 
been made out to be. 

It is difficult to say 
whether given time 
at Chelsea he would 
have succeeded. _ 1

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The poisonous atmosphere has fil¬ 
tered through to the fans, coaching 
staff, and players. 

Interim manager Rafa Benitez, 
much-loved during his tenure at 
Liverpool, has come in for endless 
abuse from the Chelsea supporters. 

It is hardly the environment 
required to cultivate a winning team, 
and, with Arsenal lurking in fifth 
position, it is an attitude that needs 
changing immediately . 

The battle in the capital has never 
been more fierce, and should Chelsea 
lose out on Champions League foot¬ 
ball, questions will no doubt be 
asked about the wisdom of the club’s 
Russian owner, Roman Abramovich. 

Chased out of Stamford Bridge 
with pitchforks, Villas-Boas has now 
shown himself to be a good manager 
with the potential for greatness. 

Given little hope of success at 

Spurs from fans and media alike, 
he has proved the doubters 
wrong. A win over Arsenal on 
Sunday would surely put the 
team on the path to deliver what 
Harry Redknapp couldn’t last 
season - Champions League foot¬ 
ball. 

Should that happen, there is no 
knowing where this Spurs team 
could go from there. 

One thing is for certain, 
though. They are all in it 
together.

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SHOUNG’S in-demand marks¬ 
man Lee Wort has revealed he 
turned down a move to 
Eastleigh because he couldn’t 
fit in with their daytime train¬ 
ing regime.

“I spoke to Richard Hill about the 
training schedule they do and about 
whether I could work it round my 
job and stuff. 

“He said to have a think about it 
and I had a word with my boss at 
work, but it wouldn’t have been 
possible to do the daytime training 
and I couldn’t afford to lose my job.

Hill: Eastleigh are 

at a crossroads... 


RICHARD Hill has urged fans to stay 
patient while Blue Square Bet South pro¬ 
motion chasers Eastleigh continue their 
transition from part-time to full-time foot¬ 
ball. 

The Spitfires are halfway there already with 
the bulk of their players reporting for training 
on Monday and Thursday mornings and Hill 
has stated that any future signings must be able 
to fit in with their daytime training regime. 

That could mean Eastleigh missing out on a 
few quality signings who are unable to get time 
off work, but manager Hill says the recent 
arrival of pedigree central defenders Dean 
Beckwith and Chris Todd is proof of what the 
lure of daytime training can do. 

“The Conference (Premier) is mainly a full¬ 
time league and we’re fortunate to be in a posi¬ 
tion now where we can take lads from that 
level,” he said. 

“I had a good conversation with Darrell 
Clarke at Salisbury recently and we were 
agreed that if we were, say, a Welling or a 
Staines, we could probably get away with it (not 
training during the day). 

“But because of where we are geographically, 
we have to offer something different to get play¬ 
ers to travel to us, as Salisbury have done. 

“And it’s a fact that full-time football is an 
attraction. 

“We would never have signed Beckwith or 
Todd if we didn’t train like we do now. 

“We got Beckwith ahead of Conference 
Premier clubs Dartford and Ebbsfleet, who are 
both part-time, and Toddy was wanted by 
Newport County.” 

Of Eastleigh’s current first-team squad, only 
three players are unable to fulfil the daytime 
training requirements - Dale Binns, Andy 
Forbes and, latterly, ex-AFC Bournemouth full¬ 
back Mitchell Nelson, who has got himself a 
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job. Recent signing Dan Spence from Hayes & 
Yeading is training to be a teacher, but has sac¬ 
rificed two days a week to train. 

“Dan’s put his career on hold and gone part- 
time for now - and, I might add, he’s done that 
on a non-contract basis for us,” said Hill. 

“Michael Green and Jack Dovey have also 
adjusted their hours to be able to train with us. 

“Forbesy can’t make it, so he comes and trains 
with our reserves on a Thursday night and Dale 
Binns trains with Hemel Hempstead. 

“I appreciate lads have got jobs and I 
understand their work commitments and I’ve 
had a good conversation with Dale (Binns) 
about that. 

“I’ve got a lot of time for Dale. His life is 
geared around being fit and he takes a lot of 
pride in his body and his job. 

“He’s also very understanding about my posi¬ 
tion as manager and what the club needs to do 
to succeed. 

“We’re in a bit of a crossover at the moment, 
but any future signings will be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to join the club if they can fulfil our 
requirements.” 

If that means missing out on one or two play¬ 
ers along the way, Hill is prepared to live with 
it. 

“You can’t have your cake and eat it in this 
scenario,” he said. 

“It’s all very well saying we should sign this 
player and that player, but if he doesn’t fit in 
with our daytime criteria, what do we do, have 
him not train? 

“I need the supporters to be patient with me 
on that side of things.”

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Stags’ threadbare squad shows the strain after fixtwe pile-up 



BREAKING POINT 
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LAST Saturday’s 3-2 defeat by 
Banbury United was AFC 
Totton’s seventh Southern 
Premier game in 22 days - and 
it showed. 

For nearly seven months the 
Stags’ small squad have battled 
hard to stay in contention in the top 
half of the table. 

But after three solid weeks of 
Saturday and Tuesday action, the 
cracks began to show against 
Banbury as Steve Riley’s battle- 
weary troops surrendered a two- 
goal advantage before succumbing 
to only their second home league 
defeat of the campaign. 

Riley knew when he joined the 
club from Bashley in the summer 
that the Stags’ budget would be 
nowhere on the scale of last sea¬ 
son’s when his predecessor Stuart 
Ritchie led them to the play-off final 
in their debut Premier Division sea¬ 
son. 

Not once has he moaned about his 
lot, but even Riley had to admit this 
week that lack of depth is catching 
up with them as injuries, suspen¬ 
sions and weariness take their toll.

“We had some tired legs out there 
against Banbury and I felt for the 
players. 

“We’ve been asking them to do a 
lot and, unlike other clubs, we 
haven’t been able to bring in fresh 
legs.” 

Having gorged on a feast of suc¬ 
cess in recent years, there will 
doubtless be some disappointed 
Stags fans if they wind up outside

the play-off zone. But as Riley 
knows well from his time at 
Bashley, the Southern Premier is a 
tough old league - particularly 
when the squad is not big enough to 
allow players the occasional rest. 

“I can understand some of the fans 
getting annoyed about results and 
I’m disappointed too, but ask any¬ 
one who knows their football and 
they will tell you it’s really hard 
work at this level to perform week 
in, week out,” he said. 

“You get to the stage where the 


players are drained and they need a 
rest, but we can’t do that and it 
showed against Banbury. 

“Mike Gosney was out injured and 
we had no (skipper) Carl Pettefer 
because of family business and he 
was a big miss.” 

Totton were also without first- 
choice goalkeeper Gareth Barfoot, 
who was beginning a five-match 
ban for back-to-back red cards. 

Conscious of his budget and the 
need to give a youth a chance, Riley 
put his faith in young goalkeeper

“This league is never easy, but I 
can’t say enough good things about 
the lads and I’d like to thank them 
for the hard work they’re putting 
in.”

“Everyone around the 
club had been saying

Howes, formerly of

NO ONE likes the feeling of 
rejection, but Dave Lewis 
couldn’t help but admire 
midfielder Adam Roberts for 
turning down a move to GE 
Hamble. 

The Planemakers co-boss recently 
lodged seven days’ notice of 
approach with New Milton Town 
for the pacy wide man. 

But to his eternal credit, the for¬ 
mer Eastleigh, Sholing and 
Winchester City player has opted to 
stay loyal to the Linnets and aid 
their fight for Sydenhams Premier 
Division survival.

“I got back to training with 
Bemerton at the start of the 
season and I was playing for 
them,” Poore explained. 

“But I went over on my knee 
and an MRI scan showed I 
needed an arthroscopy.

UNDER the shadow of the strick¬ 
en Ford Factory in Swaythling 
lies the sports fields of BTC 
Southampton. 

Unlike the factory, the BTC club has 
survived after being on the brink of 
collapse, and when Park Scratchings 
made the journey to the ground it was 
a sight to behold. 

The car park at the club was packed 
to the brim; this clearly was a club 
that was on the up. 

The game of choice was BTC 
Southampton Veterans against 
Sporting BTC Veterans, a rivalry that 
has a bit of needle to it according to 
BTC boss Paul Strange. It was not only 
bragging rights which were at stake, a 
place in the ERA Veterans Cup semi¬ 
final was up for grabs. 

Last year BTC Southampton played 
under a different name, Sholing Vets, 
and lost 1-0 to Sporting but this season 
it’s been the former who have had the 
last laugh as they thrashed their foes 
5-1 in the league and came through on 
penalties in the SDVA Veterans Cup 
after a thrilling 3-3 game. 

The reason that they are now playing 
under the banner of BTC Southampton 
is because of what a “fantastic” club it 
is according to Strange. 

Sporting BTC meanwhile also have 
an interesting back story. 

The team was created on the 
Hampshire rivers in 1995 from a group 
of friends from the BTC Rowing Club. 
Since then the club has sailed their 
way through the leagues and in 2003 
they won the Drew Smith Premier 
Division and then won the 2004 
Hampshire Premier League.

Non-league 
community 
says farewell 
to former 
’Port boss 

LOCAL soccer yesterday said 
its farewells to Derek Edwards, 
scores of former teammates 
attending his funeral service at 
Portchester Crematorium. 

Edwards, who was one of the 
area’s best known soccer man¬ 
agers throughout the 1970s and 
1980s, died last month after a 
long illness, aged 77. 

An England schoolboy interna¬ 
tional, he was on Pompey’s 
books in the early 1950s, 
although never playing a first 
team game, and chose a career 
path in banking alongside soc¬ 
cer at a non-league level. 

An accomplished left-half who 
read the game so well, he 
played non-league football for a 
number of teams, including 
Guildford City in the Southern 
League. 

As a player, his finest hour 
was arguably helping Leigh Park

lift the coveted FA Sunday Cup 
in 1969, beating Loke United, 
from Norwich, 3-1 in the final. 

He went on to manage in the 
Sussex County League, initially 
Chichester City and then 
Bognor Regis Town from 1970 
to 1976 before spending a brief 
spell at Bath lane with Fareham 
Town. 

His greatest success was as a 
manager after he took over 
Newport in 1977, bringing to the 
club many quality players 
including Bob Musslewhite, 
Lennie Phillips, Micky Gee, Dave 
Selway, Tony Cleveland and 
Alan Legg. 

Edwards enjoyed immediate 
success winning the Russell 
Cotes Cup, the Hampshire 
Floodlit Cup and the Isle of 
Wight Gold Cup in his first sea¬ 
son. 

He then proceeded to win the 
Hampshire League in each of 
the three following seasons, two 
Hampshire Senior Cups, two 
more Russell Cotes Cups and 
reaching the FA Vase 4th round 
for the first time in the club’s 
history. 

He stepped down in the sum¬ 
mer of 1981 to take over at 
Southern League Fareham 
Town, but returned four years 
later, staying for two seasons as 
Newport moved into the Wessex 
League in 1986.

We’re a little over a fortnight away 
from the Formula One seasonal opener 
in Australia. 

That means the promotional after¬ 
burners are on, actively promoting it as 
a glamour sport, awash with cash and 
rock star fans, set against a succession 
of stunning locations. 

Like football, FI is ridiculously over¬ 
hyped, a sanitised, made-for-TV version 
of the competitive sport it once was, but 
the money keeps rolling in and today 
that’s all that matters. 

Motorbike racing, by contrast, is a 
considered a specialised, relatively low- 
key, late-night satellite TV affair, yet 
every year the British Isles hosts what is 
widely accepted as the world’s most 
dangerous road race. 

The Isle of Man TT (it stands for 
Tourist Trophy) was formerly part of the 
grand prix world championship. But the 
sport’s governing body, the FIM, 
dropped it in 1976 because it was con¬ 
sidered too dangerous. 



Thankfully, this did not prevent the 
island’s Tourist Department from devel¬ 
oping the TT Festival which this year 
runs from 25th May - 7th June. 

Once you’ve read this incredible book, 
you’ll be booking your flight or ferry to 
witness this unforgettable experience. 

Author Rick Broadbent follows four 
riders, John McGuinness, Guy Martin, 
Michael Dunlop and Conor Cummins, 
as they frequently dice with death during 
the 2010 and 2011 TT seasons. 

Broadbent takes a gritty look at the 
racers' lives, for although these men 
draw huge crowds to the island each 
year, their experiences couldn’t be fur¬ 
ther removed from the Formula One cir¬ 
cus. 

Many spend the night before a race 
under canvas, at their parents’ home or 
in one case, sleeping in a lock-up 
garage. 

Then there’s the race itself. 

Getting onto a bike capable of speeds 
exceeding 200mph takes extraordinary 
courage. 

But when you’re hurtling past fixed 
objects such as telegraph poles and 
stone walls, as well as moving ones 
including stray dogs, it takes phenome¬ 
nal levels of skill and concentration sim¬ 
ply to reach the finish line.
